Inspector. for the arrest of these hardened CTiminah:. Shri 
Sukhpal Sin^ divided the froce into two parties. He •hint- 
self led the first party and the commaod of the second party 
was entrusted to another SUb-Inspector. Shri Digambar Singh 
Constable, and Shri Rajpal Singh, Constable, were in the 
first party. They surtoiinded the grove from South and the 
second Tiartv threw a cardon from the North-Western side. 
(>i sensing toe presence of the police, the dacoits opened 
heavy fire on them. The police party also opened fire in 
self defence. The game started retreating under the covdr 
of heavy fire.

Statement of services for which the decoration has beetf 
awarded 

On the 2nd F^ruary, 1983, Shri N. Ramachandran, Super¬ 
intendent of Police, Darrang, alongwith the SDO (Civil) and 
a platoon of Border Security Force, with AsstL Commandants 
from 8th Bn., Centra] Reserve Police Force and 43 Bn. Border 
Security Ferce were crossing Paschim Suba. They noticed a 
nptorcychst diatribufing pamphlets and a crowd of boys around 
him. When the Superintendent of Police intercepted the boys, 
they ran in different directions and were chased by BSF 
platoon. On hearing tho sound of drums beating and conch 
shell blowing, people armed with bows, arrows and spears etc 
Immediately began to collect. The BSF personnel were called 
back by the Superintendent of Police, but Shri Tshering, Asstt. 
('ommandant of 43 BSF was -found missing. The Sunerinten- 
deiu of Police and others with a stengun immedlatelv rushed 
fo'tr.icc Shri Tshering and found him wito two BSF constables 
surrounded by the armed mob. The Superintendent of PoFce 
charged Into the cro.wd and rescued the A‘‘stt. Oammndt "nie 
mob continued to merease. The Sunerinfendent of Potico 
had deployed BSF platoon around and svas ehnstug the crowd, 
Blit the crowd did not dkperse, the Siiperfntondcnt of PoUco 
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directed the BSF to ftre one around which hit two boys in 
their lefis ;md the crowd dispersed. When the Superintendent 
trf Police ran to picit up the injured boys, he was suitoundcd 
by the mob. The BSF Sccticai tired two mbre rounds, which hit 
the people in thefr legs and they dispersed. One of the injured 
boys Was sent to Mangaldoi. By the time, the Jeep rettamed, 
the crowd had set three buses ablaze at Bordalguri and the 
road Was blocked. The,Suporilendent of Police directed the 
BSF party to remain at Spiayhar. He alongwith SDO (Civil), 
went to Bordalguri where they got the intormstlon that the 
'Sakola' bridge was set on fire. They immediately rushed to¬ 
wards the bridge and found the mob clastered around the 
bridge The Supdt. of Police and his party extinguished the 
fire and tried to roll down the kerosene drums kept underneath 
the bridge. At this point, the crowd rushed towards tbemi 
;Lnd the SDO (Civil) ordered the Constable to fire in self 
defence. The Constable became nervous and could not fire. 
In the meantime the crowd had already reached the spot. 
Sensing danger to the lives of SDO and two coostablM, the 
Superintendent of Police, without caring for his own life, dash¬ 
ed to the spot and snatched the rifle. He immediately opened 
two rounds of fire and dispersed the crowd.

On the 6th February, 1983, when Shri Rang Nath Shukla, 
Sub-Inspector of Police was passing through village Subramau, 
he received information that an ai med da-oit gang consisting 
of 7*8 persons was resting in a near-by grove. Shri Shukla 
alongwith the av.stl.able live Constables, approached the grove 
and divided the paity into two. 'Ihiee Constbles were put on 
ffie We.stern side of the grove and he himtcll took the Eastern 
side. On sensing the approach of the police party the gang 
started rushing out of the hut towards Ihc Yamuna ravines. 
Whl'e escaping they opened fire on the police parly who also 
rotuiTied the ike and ohaaed the dacolt gang. Soon they suc¬ 
ceeded in stopping them, Shri Shukla dropped the Constable 
at one point and ordered him to continue the firing from that 
.side. He was armed with .303 rifle and was trying to push 
gang into the direction where it could be trapped in 'oet- 
ween him and the three Constables deployed on the wustem 
flank. As soon as he arrived at the “Arhar” field, he receiv¬ 
ed bullet injuries on account of firing by two dacoits. Al- 
thoua he fell down on the ground, yet he fired back and stot 
one of the dacoils dead instantaneously.
